Debunk Nazi 
Master Race Claim 

KNOXVILLE, Jan. 2 —Debunk- 
ing Germany's “master race" 
claims, two University of Tennes¬ 
see anthropologists declared that 
the German racial heritage “is the 
same as that of most of her 
neighbors—both friends and ene¬ 
mies.’

The two U-T specialists, T. M. 
N. Lewis and Miss Madeline Kne- 
berg, branded Hitler’s master race 
claim as another trick to make 
the German people feel invincible, 
and they pointed out that any 
“pure race” claims have no histori¬ 
cal foundation Mr. Lewis and 
Miss Kneberg spoke ona Univer¬ 
sity-sponsored broadcast over Sta¬ 
tion WSM. 

Stating that there is no such 
thing as a pure race because hu¬ 
man beings have always mixed to 
some extent, the anthropologists 
said the important fact about race 
is that it is not a fixed thing but 
has been constantly changing dur¬ 
ing the history of makind as a re¬ 
sult of the mixing of populatios. 

“Men have always found a lot of 
excuses for killing eachother 
.sometimes for land or riches, 
sometimes for religious beliefs, 
even for glory or sport but it was 
left for theenligh 4 ened 20th cen¬ 
tury to use racial differences as a 
reason for military conquest.” said 
the anthropologists. explaining 
that the Nazi master race theory 
has been tremendously important 
In preparing the German popula¬ 
tion for war. 
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Describing the various tribes 
which comprised he early German 
uationt and melted into the mod¬ 
ern Germany which Hitler claims 
i> Nordic and the supreme race, 
the two scientists said tbit ( 'her 
peoples too were Nordic, especially 
the Slavs v.ho rae living ;n Poland 
and Russia. The Swedes and Nor¬ 
wegians also fit the description of 
the Nordic type, they added. 

Races were named Nordic. Al¬ 
pine. and Mediterranea nbecause 
those names indicated the regions 
where the peoples are most nu¬ 
merous, the Nordics in northern 
Europe, the Alpines in Central 
Europe near the Alps, and the 
Mediterraneans around the Med¬ 
iterranean sea in southern Europe 
and northern Africa, explained Mr. 
Lewis and Miss Kneberg. 

However, they continued, mem¬ 


bers of these races are to be found 
all over the world and form por- 
t-°ns of the populations of prac¬ 
tically every nation of urape. 
“That is probably the most impor¬ 
tant fact of all that race is a 
thing entirely separate from na- 
t'onality. and only in the most gen¬ 
eral way is it related to geo¬ 
graphy."
